An Illinois Racing Board attorney charged Monday that 12 


race horse trainers, including three from the Northwest sub- 
urbs, permitted their thoroughbred horses to be "hyped up" 
with drugs during the 1974 racing season at three Chicago 
area race tracks. 


Attorney Jewel Klein presented the charges to the racing 


board, which has the power to ban the trainers from racing in 
Illinois if it finds them guilty of violating the racing rule 
against drugging horses. 


The unauthorized medication of horses also is a violation of 


the Illinois criminal statutes and evidence of the drugging has 
been turned over to State's Atty. Bernard Carey for possible 
criminal prosecution. 


Mrs. Klein said all the drugging incidents took place in 1!)74 


at Arlington Park, Sportsman's Park and Hawthorne race 
tracks. 


Sixty races involving $140,000 in prize money arc suspect. 


THE TRAINERS are accused of allowing thier hordes to Ix; 


injected with apomorphine, a stimulant drug, before races in 
an attempt to make them run faster. There is no legitimate 
use of the drug, Mrs. Klein said. 


She said the drug was discvoered after tests were made on 


the urine of a number of horses who raced in last year's 
thoroughbred season. 


Among the trainers charged arc David R. Hoppe, 4lt» W. 


Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect, IS instances: Albert Piertni, 
Palatine, one instance; and Peter J. DiVito, Des Plaines. two 
instances. None of the three trainers could be reached for 
comment. 


Racing Board Chairman Anthony Scariano called the 


charges "serious and disturbing." He said hearings will be 
held next week to investigate the matter further. 


OTHER TRAINERS charged are: Thomas F. Tomillo. Ad- 


dison, 10 instances; Ronald 0. Goodridgc, Elmhurst, six in- 
stances; Dominic J. Mingarelli, Antioch, four instances; 
Richard E. Meek, Wichita, Kan., one instance; Charles V. 
Rhodes, Snyder, Tex., two instances; Gene Lotti, Jr., Holly- 
wood, Fla., two instances; Marilea Keating, Clarendon Hills, 
two instances; Daniel F. Cavaubon, Jefferson, La., two in- 
stances; and Charles J. Vinci, Bcrwyn, two instances. 


Mrs. Klein said she expects to name at least eight more 


trainers by the end of the week. The names of veterinarians 
involved in the alleged druggings also are expected.

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IIS 'ghost' workers spirit 
pay from other state units

SPRINGFIELD, III. (UPI) - Gov. 


Daniel Walker's administration is using 
a new type of "ghost" employe to pro- 
vide workers for at least one of its un- 
funded agencies, the Illinois Information 
Service, a UPI investigation shows. 


The IIS regularly uses seven part-time 


workers who are listed as contractors for 
the Conservation Dept. and the Dept. of 
General Services, a comparison of work 
schedules and payroll records shows. 


Tho IIS has put Us 29 employes on the 


payrolls of 15 state departments since 
the Illinois General Assembly refused to 
fund it last year. It has operated on 
$475,500 "allocated" to it by other depart- 
ments, most of which arc headed by 
Walker appointees. 


THE PART-TIME workers arc tho 


capstone of IIS's radio service. They 
phono 200 radio stations each morning 
and feed them tapes promoting Walker 
and his state agencies. The tapes arc 
prepared by full-time IIS employes. 


Two of the part-time workers, Barrel 


Collins and Larry Fisher, are members 
of the Neighborhood Youth Corps and are 
paid $2.10 an hour by the federal govern- 
ment. Collins works 32 hours a week 
feeding tapes and clipping newspapers 
while Fisher works 10 hours a week. 


A THREE-MONTH monitoring of the 


US' morning radio releases showed the 
workers averaged only one conservation- 
related story a week. Three or four sto- 
ries are released each day, covering all 
types of subject matter. 


Dicks said the workers' salaries are an 


indirect payment for radio programming 
which IIS does for the department. 


Legislators have criticized the use of 


"ghost" employes on grounds it is an 
evasion of legislative intent and may bo 
illegal. They have authorized an in- 
vestigation by Auditor Gen. Robert Cron- 
son to determine whether the IIS is oper- 
ating legally. 


The state constitution forbids depart- 


ments to pay employes who work for oth- 
er departments, according to an opinion 
issued last fall by Atty. Gen. William 
Scott. 


"I'm tired of taking lumps for some- 


thing that is legitimate and that has to 


bo done," Jim Dunn said. Dunn, who 
earns $27,600 a year as director of IIS, 
started the first radio feeds by stato gov- 
ernments in Ohio in 1958. 


DUNN BASED the continued operation 


of the IIS on the law creating the IIS and 
mandating a public information agency. 


"The law hasn't changed," Dunn said. 


"The law calls for the existence of the 
IIS. The only thing the legislature did 
was to decide not to fund it. The law 
hasn't changed." 


That defense is echoed by Walker's 


press aides, who say the executive 
branch is required to disseminate infor- 
mation even though its information agen- 
cy isn't funded. 


"The 
attorney general said agencies 


can't pay people for purposes not cov- 
ered 
in their 
appropriation," 
Mark 


Clark, a press aide, said. "Each depart- 
ment's appropriation includes that pur- 
pose of public relations."

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Sale of gold coins booming, but little bullion interest 


NEW YORK (UPI) - 
In the two 


months U. S. gold sales have been legal, 
sales of bullion have failed to attract 
much more than passing interest. But 
the sale of gold coins is booming. 


There's been a revival of the pre-De- 


pression practice of grandparents giv- 
ing gold coins to grandchildren. 


A New York bullion and coin dealer 


said gold snlcs in February wcro "sev- 
eral million dollars, primarily in gold 
colas." 


Republic National Bank of New York, 


the most active bank in the gold busi- 
ness, iiaid It has sold $2 million in gold 
coins and only $700,000 in bullion since 


the 41-year ban on gold was lifted Dec. 
31. 


Aley Hakim, Republic vice president, 


said coins have more appeal because 
coins ore more marketable than bullion. 
The South African Krugerrand is the 
single most popular coin, gold dealers 
said. 


The prico of the Krugerrand varies 


with the price of gold on U. S. and Eu- 
ropean markets. Its current market 
price is $109 per coin, about $8 more than 
an ounce of gold on bullion markets 
Monday. 


Hakim said the Krugerrand is popular 


because "It is ono troy ounce of fine 


gold. Its price is easy to determine. It 
also Is official government mint and 
negotiable in most parts of the world." 


Government minted coins are less vul- 


nerable to counterfeiting and would not 
normally need to be assayed before sale. 


John Flynn, vice president of Pcrera 


Fifth Avenue, said sales of gold were 
slow in January after the ban was lifted 
but have picked up 30-35 per cent in Feb- 
ruary. 


Still, he said, "There is very little de- 


mand for gold ingots over our counter. 
There aren't many people actually com- 
ing in and buying large amounts of gold 
and carting it away." 


Flynn also said the increase in sales 


has largely been the result of coin de- 
mand. 


"People feel the dollar is going down 


further against other currencies and 
against gold. As a result, they are buying 
the coins," Lynn said. 


A Louisville, Ky., man recently bought 


$230,000 in gold from Republic National 
Bank telling the bank in a letter he want- 
ed gold not for speculative trading but 
rather for "long term security." 


Also doing a brisk business arc the 


commemorative coin mints. The Frank- 
lin Mint. Franklin Center, Pa., claims to 


have struck the first gold coin — the 
Panama Balboa 100 — after the ban was 
lifted. 


"This particular coin was the largest 


single issue in the history of the com- 
pany," said spokesman David Brown. 
The mint sold 71,193 collector-quality 
proofs, containing about S50 worth of 
gold, at S140 each when it stopped taking 
orders Jan. 31. More than 34,000 cheaper 
quality coins were sold for SG03 each. 


"One of the interesting things that has 


happened is the revival of the tradition 
of grandparents buying gold coins for 
their grandchildren," Brown said. 


A basis for possible compromise: 
Ford OKs Democratic energy plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The White 


House said Monday that President Ford 
had accepted n Democratic plan as a 
basis for a possible compromise on na- 
tional energy policy. 


Press Secretary Ron Ncsscn said a 


Democratic plan promoted by Sen. John 
O. Pastorc of Rhode Island and Rep. 
James C. Wright of Texas had "too 
much fluff and not enough detail." But 
he said a plan by Chairman Rep. Al Ull- 
man and his Ways and Means Com- 
mittee Democrats "accepts the philo- 
sophical heart of the President's pro- 
gram." 


Did that mean (he President, angling 


for compromise with the Democratic 
Congress to make America independent 


of foreign oil by 1085, see the Ullman 
plan a basis for talk when Ullman's 
Committee starts writing the law? 


"Yes," Nessen replied. 
"It Is a basis for discussion but by it- 


self it Is not a satisfactory compromise," 
Ncsscn told reporters. 


Ncsscn said Ford would announce 


Tuesday whether ho will suspend for 30 
or GO days the second and third $1 in- 
creases on oil import fees. The hikes 
were going into effect March 1 and April 
1 but Ford indicated Friday he might 
suspend them as a compromise gesture 
to give Congress more time to enact an 
energy program.

Rock Island 
asks workers 
for pay cut

Union leaders and Rock Island Rail- 


road officials agreed Monday to ask 
about 10,500 employes to take a volun- 
tary 10 per cent pay cut on a loon basis 
to help bail out the financially troubled 
railroad. 


Ted Zcrbes, a Rock Island spokesman, 


said the railroad already has instituted a 
nonvoluntary 10 per cent cut for about 
800 management and middle-manage- 
ment personnel, giving the railroad 
additional funds. 


Rock Island President John Ingram 


asked the employes to take their cut be- 
ginning March 1, saying they would be 
paid back without interest when the rail- 
road received money from the federal 
government. 


If all of the employes agree to the pay 


cut, the railroad could gain about $1.5 
million per month, ho said. 


In another economy move, the railroad 


has temporarily laid off about 450 em- 
ployes, most of them maintenance work- 
ers. 


Zerbes said railroad officials were also 


to talk to representatives of Texaco, Inc. 
Tuesday to negotiate for more fuel. Tex- 
aco had refused to deliver more fuel oil 
to tho railroad because of its financial 
condition.

Israel has set up a special five-man 


board to prepare options for next week's 
negotiations with Egypt on a second- 
stage troop withdrawal accord in Sinai, 
government sources in Jerusalem said 
Monday. 


"They are preparing white papers on 


options which they expect to be the es- 
sence of negotiations during Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger's visit next 
week," one source said. 


The newspaper Jerusalem Post de- 


scribed the study group as an "inter-de- 
partmcntal think tank" composed of se- 
curity analysts and Arab affairs experts 


headed by Mordechai Gazit, director-gen- 
eral of Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin's 
office. 


Its deliberations, which began 10 days 


ago, were being held in strictest secrecy, 
the Post said. 


Kissinger is scheduled to arrive in Is- 


rael Sunday after visiting Cairo and 
Damascus. 


The Post said the group concentrated 


on a broad Sinai disengagement accord 
that would include Israeli withdrawal 
from the Mitla and Gidi mountain passes 
and the Abu Rudels oil fields, all seized 
in the 1967 Middle East war.

corned with problems in the schools. 


The organization, the National Com- 


mittee for Citizens in Education, played 
a leading role in federal legislation 
passed last ycnr which requires local 
schools to open student files to parents 
and adult students. 


Now the group, headed by Carl Mar- 


burger, former commissioner of educa- 
tion for New Jersey, has a toll-free 
"hotline" number 800-NET-WORK, which 
will help put concerned parents in touch 
with organizations that can help them. 


M A R B U n G E U SAID Monday the 


phone line and affiliated '"Parents Net- 
work" will supply Information about 
various Issues facing the schools and will 
keep the various parents groups in touch 
with one another. 


"It used to be that the educated people 


In the community were the ministers and 
teachers," Marburger said. "Now we 
have an educated community and people 
arc seeking to have an influence."

an influence on their school district budg- 
ets, helping them have a voice in the 
choice of textbooks and other school ma- 
terials and to "give thorn some handle on 
how to evaluate their schools." 


Marburger said the organization is not 


"antiunion," even though Albert Shan- 
ker, president of the American Feder- 


ation of Teachers has several times ac- 
cused it of being antiteacher and antiu- 
nion. "We believe teachers should have 
the right to organize," Marburger said, 
"but 
I think we have to realize the col- 


lective bargaining process is one of the 
most critical factors in alienating people 
from their school because they have no 
say about what goes on there." 


Marburger recently drew fire from the 


American School Board Journal, a publi- 
cation of the National Assn. of School 
Boards, for an article he wrote for the 
New York Times sympathizing with the 
parents who protested textbooks in the 
Kanawha-County, W. Va., school system, 
where a school boycott and coal miner's 


sympathy strike resulted in violence over 
the issue of "dirty books." 


"What I said in the Times," Marbur- 


per said, "is that if that system had in- 
volved all its citizens from the start in 
they way those books were chosen we 
wouldn't" have had the catastrophe we 
had. Had all the parents been involved — 
and not just the liberal community — we 
wouldn't have had the violence." 


Marburger said the Parents Network 


will work for "contimiine and continuous 
access by parents and responsiveness by 
our school officials so we won't have the 
malevolent kind of citizen participation 
you get in a crisis." 


TO PUBLICIZE THE Parents Network 


and the hotline, Marburger said the com- 
mittee has gotten donations of 1,000 bill- 
boards in 41 states which will show the 
phone number and the slogan "When 
your child's school system is more sys- 
tem than school." He said 100 of the bill- 
boards will be put up in the next tlirec 
months in Illinois. 


Persons who call the number, he said, 


will receive a recorded message about 
the Parents Network and will be asked to 
leave their name and address so the 
group can send them further informa- 
tion. As parents contact the group, he 
said, the group will develop a clear idea 
of what issues are important to parents. 


"The issues we will bo dealing with 


will be the issues parents bring to us and 
the issues we feel need raising," he said.

Circuit Court Judge Harry G. Comer- 


ford heard several hours of arguments 
Monday on charges that the proposed 
Prospect Heights boundaries would inter- 
fere with services offered by other near- 
by municipalities. 


Under state law, communities may ob- 


ject to incorporation if the formation of 
the new city would interrupt or stop their 
deliverance of services, such as water 
and sewer. 


Attorneys representing Mount Pros- 


pect, Wheeling and Arlington Heights 
presented oral arguments against in- 
corporation. Two groups of residents af- 
fected by the proposed incorporation also 
were represented. 


Donald Kreger, attorney for the in- 


corporation-sponsoring Prospect Heights 
Improvement Assn., said he argued that 
water and sewer lines planned by the 
nearby villages should not be considered 
governmental services. The association 
has maintained that future plans for wa- 
ter and sewer service cannot be consid- 
ered governmental services that would 
be interrupted. 


The issue of Prospect Heights bound- 


aries and their effect on governmental 
services was isolated from the main 
body of incorporation testimony last 
year.

ICC's scrutiny 


of Bell needed 


The Illinois Commerce Commis- 


sion lias Ui ken a tough stand to- 
wards this suite's largest telephone 
company, and we encourage it to 
continue the good work. 


On Wednesday the ICC refused to 


approve an automatic rate in- 
crease structure proposed by Illi- 
nois Hell Telephone Co.. and it also 
ordered the phone company to 
show why it shouldn't refund SIS 
million to customers. 


The proposal rejected by the ICC 


was based on the idea that IJcll 
needed a lock-step system which 
would permit the utility to stay 
well ahead of present inflationary 
trends in the state economy. 


However, the automatic rate in- 


crease scheme was rejected be- 
cause Hell does not face the fuel 
lax and environmental safeguard 
expenses that are beyond the con- 
trol of other utilities, according to 
the ICC. 


It's in the public interest to not 


permit inflation-dictated increases 
in our phone rates to become auto- 
matic. Such increases should be 
closely watched by the ICC. 


The ICC also charged thai Bell 


has earned $15 million more than 
its 8.6 per cent profit margin 
allowed under a rate increase ap- 
proved in December. 1973. So, offi- 
cials of the giant utility arc going 
to have to appear before the com- 
mission on March 18 to explain 
why 
the "excessive 
revenues" 


should not be refunded to three 
million phone users. 


There arc strenuous arguments 


offered by Bell officials to defend 
the earnings, and perhaps there's 
justification for the $15 million. 
What is of foremost importance, 
however, is that the whole question 
is going to be aired at that March 
18 public hearing. 


By holding such a hearing — and

Abortion 'bias' criticized

It 
is crucial that we realize that this court 
judged that the life of a human baby was 
taken. Hence Dr. Edelin is guilty of 
manslaughter. Since "aborting a fetus" 
is now called legal, it is clear that the 
manslaughter verdict here stands in con- 
tradiction to the idea that tills was mere- 
ly a "fetus," I.e. possessing no right to 
life.

When we use deceptive language, we 


avoid facing the hard facts. It is some- 
what "gentler" to speak of "fetuses" in- 
stead of "unborn babies." But we must 
face the unpretty facts; like the legal 
system, we cannot hide forever behind 
this "gentle" language, which has led us 
into these obvious contradictions. Where 
will we hide when our society expands 
the current outlook to legitimatize other 
life-taking criteria? Who will decide what 
these criteria must be? 


These are hard issues indeed, but I be- 


lieve they must be faced; there can be 
no value in hiding behind a more pal- 
atable terminology.

Some viewers professed to find these 


two theories contradictory. But that is 
because they are unfamiliar with the 
third theory of what's happening to 
the weather.

'Open White House' 


is now a Ford reality

WASHINGTON — In Richard M. 


Nixon's White House a Cabinet mem- 
ber unhappy with a budget decision 
could appeal no higher than the dep- 
uty director of the budget. 


In Gerald R. Ford's White House 


the unhappy Cabinet member can go 
directly to the President. 


The change reflects tho return to 


traditional 
White 
House decision 


making. 


In seven months, Ford has honored 


his pledge of an open administration. 
Nixon was a hermit, cut off from all 
his men with the almost unique ex- 
ception of Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger. H. R. Haldcman guard- 
ed the gate. 


Ford entered the Oval Office with 


none of the pre-inauguration planning 
enjoyed by elected presidents. Reac- 
ting to Nixon's closed door policy, he 
threw open the Oval Office to all. 


"A sort of anarchy developed," a 


Ford aide said. "Every department 
and agency chief, every adviser, ev- 
ery idea man, anyone with a name 
on his door and a carpet on his floor 
headed for the Oval Office." 


The anarchy resulted in some Ford 


aides talking too publicly, too differ- 
ently. Ford acted: out went such free 
speaking folk as Federal Energy Ad- 
ministrator John Sawhill. 


The anarchy produced too many 


papers and too many voices coming 
into the Oval Office. Ford acted: he 
applied lines of authority that gave 
no man — not Kissinger, not chief of 
staff Donald Rumsfeld — anything 
like a Haldcman hold. He insured all 
who needed would have a chance to 
reach him. 


GERALD FORD 


In this administration, Ford makes 


the final decisions. That's what presi- 
dents are for. 


According to White House veter- 


ans, Nixon in his final two years in 
the Oval Office almost divorced him- 
self from everything except foreign 
affairs and Watergate. Ford has re- 
connected the White House to domes- 
tic affairs. 


Ford's reorganization aims at feed- 


ing him facts, figures and advice on 
which to base decisions. 


Down the hall and around corners 


in the White House West Wing office 
area are his staff advisers such as 
Rumsfeld and his top aide, Richard 
Cheney. The tiptoe atmosphere of 
Nixon-Haldcman days is gone. To- 
day's West Wing secretaries even 
play radio music more Gershwin 
than Elton John. 


On almost all matters a piece of 


paper addressed to Ford goes to 
Rumsfeld and Cheney first. They 
insure that the right persons are cut 
in to make sure Ford hears all sides 
and options before a decision is made. 


For example, in the vital business 


of budget-making a Cabinet member 
might suggest spending $10 million 
on project X. 


Project X goes on paper from the 


Cabinet member to the Office of 
Management and Budget. The budget 
folk figure out if project X will in- 
deed cost S10 million, more or less. 
They spell out what other Cabinet 
members and agencies are involved. 
They list pros and cons. Their report 
goes to Rumsfeld and Cheney. 


Rumsfeld and Cheney then send 


copies of the Project X paper to per- 
sons and agencies whose views could 
l>c useful to Ford. If Project X, for 
example, involves spending money 
on oil, Rumsfeld might ask the De- 
partments of State, Interior, Trea- 
sury, Defense and Commerce 
to 


make comments. He would ask Fed- 
eral Energy Administrator Frank 
Zarb to run it up his flag pole. 


When all sides are heard from, 


Rumsfeld fashions Project X into a 
paper of. depending on its impor- 
tance, one to 20 pages. The paper 
goes to Ford. 


The system gives Ford the benefit 


of five super-Cabinet bodies for spe- 
cial think tank and day-to-day action 
— the Domestic Council, the National 
Security Council, the Economic Pol- 
icy Board, the Energy Resources 
Council and the Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget. 


But in the end, only Ford decides.

If the 
table has a suede finish, you can try a 
crayon in the some color, then polish 
with any good furniture wax.

foolproof method. Prick crust before 
baking and bake until edges arc a deli- 
cate brown. Remove, immediately pour 
in hot filling and put on meringue. Re- 
turn to the oven for the meringue to 
brown, using a 400-degree oven. — Bessie 
Porambo.

Match trailer to boat 


Trailers, like boats and motor?, como 


In a variety of shapes and sizes, and so 
not all trailers will bo right for your par- 
ticular boat. In selecting a trailer, sev- 
eral factors should bo considered before 
you hook up and drive away, caution the 
experts. 


Your problem In buying a trailer la to 


Ret tho right combination for your boat. 
You must havo a trailer that will carry 
tho weight of your rig, including mo- 
tor(s), boot and gear stowed aboard the 
craft. 


Always check tho trailer's load capac- 


ity, usually given on a plato mounted 
near tho trailer's tongue. A good rule to 
follow is If the trailer's capacity is within 
loo pounds of tho boat's weight, go to tho 
next larger trailer. You'll bo surprised 
how nasy it Is to stow 100 pounds of gear 
aboard your boat and suddenly bo over 
tho trailer's safe capacity.

water), so proper care is necessary In 
fitting tho boat to tho trailer. Make tho 
trailer bed as smooth and cushioned as 
possible by seeing that all rollers and 
boat supports are properly adjusted to 
tho contours of your hull. 


Assuming your trailer and boat arc a 


good match, you've still to consider tho 
pulling vehicle: your car. First, the car 
should have a suspension system that 
will handle the extra weight and strain of 
pulling a trailer. 


An automatic transmission, though not 


mandatory, is considered best because it 
provides smoother shifting and makes 
grades easier to negotiate. 


Tho trailer hitch is equally Important. 


A bumper hitch will servo well for a light 
boat and trailer combination, but for 
heavier Jobs, a hitch that fits directly to 
the car's frame is a must. Of course, 
proper wiring from tho cor to tho trailer 
lights Is also necessary. 


Hero are some other tips to make trail- 


ering cosy and enjoyable: 


—Always keep trailer Urea correctly 


inflated. 


—Remember when backing a trailer, 


you turn the ntecrlng wheel to tho left to 
make tho trailer go right, and vice ver- 
sa. 


—Don't back tho trailer Into tho water 


Immediately. When it's in position on tho 
launching ramp, stop and follow these 
steps: (1) release tho tie downs; (2) tilt 
tho motor up to prevent hitting tho lower 
unit while backing into tho water; (3) 
bock tho trailer slowly into tho water 
making sura tho car's rear wheels don't 
get submerged; (4) unlock tho bow 
winch, fasten a bow lino to tho boat and 
gently push tho boat down tho rollers and 
off tho trailer. 


Be responsible 


Wlillc cruising in your boat, keep a 


constant lookout to sec what's coming up 
ahead. But experienced skippers realize 
it's Just as important to know what's 
happening behind you, too. The Johnson 
Outboards people remind you that a boa- 
ter is responsible for tho woko his boat 
creates.

Raw food-can it hurt? 


Is It possible for a person to live on a diet of entirely raw 


foods provided the diet is balanced, utilizing the four basic 
food groups, and tho meats and fish are free of parasites and 
germs? Can n person become adjusted to such a diet and live 
healthily, maybe more so than on a conventional diet? 


Theoretically, yes. Raw meat, raw vegetables, raw cereals 


and all such raw foods can be digested with ease by the body. 
That is not the problem. 


Tho big problem is that food is a good way to spread dis- 


ease. Man has survived the bacteria and parasites of the 
world largely by tho use of cooking. We think of cooking to 
make foods good to cat, but the real truth is that cooking is a 
health procedure. 


It is hard to obtain meat that you can be certain is free of 


harmful bacteria. And, since it is food for germs as well as 
people, if you are not able to keep it in a sterile environment, 
even germ-free food will soon become contaminated with 
germs and they will multiply. 


Cooking food and boiling water kills the germs and para- 


sites. That applies to chicken, pork, beef, vegetables and even 
milk A host of diseases was once spread by milk in our 
society. That is why tho process of pasteurization was devel- 
oped. The rapid heat process destroys germs that would oth- 
erwise multiply as the milk sat around waiting to be used. 


BOILING WATER makes it possible for man to use water 


in many parts of the world. It is still true that if you are in a 
country where the water might be contaminated with germs 
that you can boil tho water, or if they have a hot water 
system you can be fairly safe using the water from the hot 
water tap. 


Tho temperature is usually too hot for too long for germs to 


survive in any significant number in the hot water system. 


You need to be particularly careful about the source and 


preparation of raw foods, as in salads. 


After tho germs are destroyed by cooking, you can prevent 


them from multiplying in sufficient number to make you ill 
by keeping the food cold. That is tho purpose of refrigeration. 
It is not just to have cold food. A potato salad, for example, 
can be nearly germ-free and stored in the refrigerator. The 
temperature is so low that bacterial growth is not very rapid. 
But if you take it on a picnic and it is allowed to stand for a 
long period of time at room temperature, the bacteria start 
multiplying and reproducing like mad. 


By the time the potato salad is served it is loaded with 


toxins produced by the multiplying bacteria. Then there is an 
outbreak of food poisoning. The same applies to cream pics, 
puddings and other food items. 


I know you arc trying to have a healthy diet and eat natu- 


rally, but don't forget that even primitive man learned that it 
was worthwhile to cook. Don't ever make the mistake of 
thinking that cooking and refrigeration arc simply for taste. 
They are vital aspects of keeping your food safe for you so 
you can be healthy.

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12 trainers 
accused of 
race fixing 


An Illinois Racing Board attorney charged Monday that 12 


race horse trainers, including three from the Northwest sub- 
urbs, permitted their thoroughbred horses to be "hyped up" 
with drugs during the 1374 racing season at three Chicago 
area race tracks. 


Attorney Jewel Klein presented the charges to the racing 


board, which has the power to ban the trainers from racing in 
Illinois if it finds them guilty of violating the racing rule 
against drugging horses. 


The unauthorized medication of horses also is a violation of 


the Illinois criminal statutes and evidence of the drugging has 
been turned over to State's Atty. Bernard Carey for possible 
criminal prosecution. 


Mrs. Klein said all the drugging incidents took place in 1!I74 


at Arlington Park, Sportsman's Park and Hawthorne race 
tracks. 


Sixty races involving $1-10,000 in prize money are suspect. 


THE TRAINERS are accused of allowing thier horses to be 


injected with apomorphinc, a stimulant drug, before races in 
an attempt to make them run faster. There is no legitimate 
use of the drug, Mrs. Klein said. 


She said the drug was discvoored after tests were made on 


the urine of a number of horses who raced in last year's 
thoroughbred season. 


Among the trainers charged are David R. Hoppe, 416 W. 


Kensington Rd.. Mount Prospect, 15 instances; Albert Pierlni, 
Palatine, one instance; and Peter J. DiVito, DCS Plaines. two 
instances. None of the three trainers could be reached for 
comment. 


Racing Board Chairman Anthony Scariano called the 


charges "serious and disturbing." He said hearings will be 
held next week to investigate the matter further.

dison, 10 instances; Ronald 0. Goodridge, Elmhurst, six in- 
stances; Dominic J. Mingarelli, Antioch, four instances;

Parents who "feel there is something 


wrong with public schools" now may dial 
a toll-free number to reach a Maryland- 
based, 
nationwide 
organization 
con- 


cerned with problems in the schools. 


The organization, the National Com- 


mittee for Citizens in Education, played 
a leading role in federal legislation 
passed last year which requires local 
schools to open student files to parents 
and adult students. 


Now the group, headed by Carl Mar- 


burger, former commissioner of educa- 
tion for New Jersey, has a toll • free 
"hotline" number BOO-NET-WORK, which 
will help put concerned parents in touch 
with organizations that can help them. 


M A K B U II G E U SAID Monday the 


phone line and affiliated '"Parents Net- 
work" will supply information about 
various issues facing the schools and will 
keep the various parents groups in touch 
with one another. 


"It used to be that the educated people 


in the community were the ministers and 
teachers," Marburger said. "Now we 
have an educated community and people 
are seeking to have an influence." 


The Parents Union of Philadelphia, the 


Up-kids, Parents Union of Detroit, tlic 
D. C. Citizens for Better Public Schools 
in Washington, D. C. and the Advocates 
for Education in New Jersey have al- 
ready affiliated with the "Parents Net- 
work," Marburger said.

Marburger said the Parents Network 
"can let them know they are not alone." 


MAKUUKGEIt SAID the group will be 


specifically concerned with helping par- 
ents to determine where they can have 
an influence on their school district budg- 
ets, helping them have a voice in the 
choice of textbooks and other school ma- 
terials and to "give them some handle on 
how to evaluate their schools." 


Marburger said the organization is not 


"antiunion," even though Albert Shan- 
ker, president of the American Feder- 


ation of Teachers has several times ac- 
cused it of being antiteacher and antiu- 
nion. "We believe teachers should have 
the right to organize," Marburger said, 
"but I think we have to realize the col- 
lective bargaining process is one of the 
most critical factors in alienating people 
from their school because they have no 
say about what goes on there." 


Marburger recently drew fire from the 


American School Board Journal, a publi- 
cation of the National Assn. of School 
Boards, for an article he wrote for the 
New York Times sympathizing with the 
parents who protested textbooks in the 
Kanawha-County, W. Va., school system, 
where a school boycott and coal miner's 


sympathy strike resulted in violence over 
the issue of "dirty books." 


"What I said in the Times." Marbur- 


ger said, "is that if that system had in- 
volved all its citizens from the start in 
they way those books were chosen we 
wouldn't have had the catastrophe we 
had. Had all the parents been involved — 
and not just the liberal community — we 
wouldn't have had the violence." 


Marburger said the Parents Network 


will work for "continuinc and continuous 
access by parents and responsiveness by 
our .school officials so we won't have the 
malevolent kind of citizen participation 
you get in a crisis." 


TO PUBLICIZE THE Parents Network 


and the hotline. Marburger said the com- 
mittee has gotten donations of 1,000 bill- 
boards in 41 states which will show the 
phone number and the slogan "When 
your child's school system is more sys- 
tem than school."

The association 
has maintained that future plans for wa- 
ter and sewer service cannot be consid- 
ered governmental services that would 
be interrupted. 


The issue of Prospect Heights bound-

race fixing 


An Illinois Racing Board attorney charged Monday that 12 


race horse trainers, including tla-eo from the Northwest sub- 
urbs, permitted their thoroughbred horses to be "h\ ped up" 
with drugs dunng the 1974 racing season at tliree Chicago 
area race tracks. 


Attorney Jewel Klein presented the charges to the racing 


board, which has the power to ban the trainers from racing in 
Illinois if it finds them guilty of violating the racing rule 
against drugging horses. 


The unauthorized medication of horses also is a violation of 


the Illinois criminal statutes and evidence of the drugging has 
been turned over to State's Atty. Bernard Carey for possible 
criminal prosecution. 


Mrs. Klein said all the drugging incidents took place m 1974 


at Arlington Park, Sportsman's Park and Hawthorne race 
tracks. 


Sixty races involving $140,000 in prize money are suspect. 


THE TRAINERS are accused of allowing thicr horses to be 


injected with apomorphine, a stimulant drug, before races in 
an attempt to make them run faster. There is no legitimate 
use of the drug, Mrs. Klein said. 


She said the drug was discvoerod after tests were made on 


the urine of a number of horses who raced in last > ear's 
thoroughbred season. 


Among the trainers cnarged are David R Hoppe, 416 W. 


Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect, 13 instances; Albert Picrtni, 
Palatine, one instance; and Peter J. DiVito, DCS Plaines. two 
instances. None of the three trainers could be reached for 
comment. 


Racing Board Chairman Anthony Scanano called the 


charges "serious and disturbing." He said hearings will be 
held next week to investigate the matter further

Parents who "feel there is something 


wrong with public schools" now may dial 
a toll-free number to reach a Maryland-

cerned with problems in the schools. 


The organization, the National Com- 


mittee for Citizens in Education, played 
a leading role in federal legislation 
passed last year which requires local 
schools to open student files to parents 
and adult students. 


Now the group, headed by Carl Mar- 


burger, former commissioner of educa- 
tion for New Jersey, has a toll - free 
"hotline" number 800-NET-WORK, which 
will help put concerned parents in touch 
with organizations that can help them. 


M A U B U II G E II SAID Monday the 


phone line and affiliated '"Parents Net- 
work" will supply information about 
various issues facing the schools and will 
keep the various parents groups in touch 
with one another. 


"It used to be that the educated people 


in the community were the ministers and 
teachers," Marburger said. "Now we 
have an educated community and people 
arc seeking to have an influence." 


The Parents Union of Philadelphia, the

ets, helping them have a voice in the 
choice of textbooks and other school ma- 
terials and to "give thorn some handle on 
how to evaluate their schools."

"go nlic.id with jour tests and when \mi 
find out who the culprit Is we or the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District will sue." 


Ortloff said he has been tracing the oil 


and chemical infiltration into the sewer 
line for the past nine months. 


He said it is difficult to determine the 


nature of the substance because many 
chemical pollutants have oil bases. 


Ortloff said the MSD has been notified 


of the township's concern and will coop- 
erate in the inspections and tracing of 
the contaminants. 


IN OTIIEH ACTION the auditors re- 


jected a $10,385 bid to install oil and silt 
trjps at the inlets to Lake Briarwood, 
south of Algonquin Road and west of 
Busse Road. 


The auditors will ask for new bids and 


intend (o complete the project this spring. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall said 


the bid was almost 150 per cent higher 
than engineering estimates. 


Township officials

the Illinois criminal statutes and evidence of the drugging has 
been turned over to State's Atty. Bernard Carey for possible 
criminal prosecution 


Mrs. Klein said all (be drugging incidents took place in 1974 


at Arlington Park, Sportsman's Park and Hawthorne race 
tracks. 


Sixty races involving $140,000 m prize money are suspect

The Schaumburg Citizens for Planned 


Progress political party is blaming vil- 
lage officials for the "loss" of Rush- 
Presbyterian-St. Luke's Medical Center 
North because of wasted time trying to 
prove on unbulldablc site could be used. 


"Our village fathers caused a great 


loss to Schaumburg when they spent 
nearly three years Insisting this out- 
standing facility would be erected on un- 
buildable land," said Sally O'Brien, run- 
ning for village president on the Schaum- 
burg Citizens for Planned Progress tick- 
et in the April 15 village election. Her 
remarks came In a statement issued 
Monday. 


But the hospital staff member who 


worked on the hospital project denied the 
charges. 


"All planning for the hospital has been 


done by our own staff and consultants. 
Village officials have not entered into the 
project, other than by providing a do- 
nated site," said Henry Buhrmann, who 
would have served as administrator for 
the now-defunct hospital. 


HOSPITAL OFFICIALS last week an- 


nounced cancellation of branch hospitals 
In Schaumburg and Park Forest South 
because of current economic conditions 
and 
skyrocketing 
construction 
costs 


which nearly doubled the cost of the 


building program since it was announced 
In 1972. 


Mrs. O'Brien said SCOPP leaders are 


not speaking from "hindsight," noting 
that objections to the first 20-acre 
Schaumburg Road donated hospital site 
were voiced by village residents "who 
said what the village refused to look at."

with drugs during the 1974 racing season at three Chicago 
area race tracks. 


Attorney Jewel Klein presented the charges to the racing 


board, which has the power to ban the trainers from racing in 
Illinois if it finds them guilty of violating the racing rule 
against drugging horses. 


The unauthorized medication of horses also is a violation of 


the Illinois criminal statutes and evidence of the drugging has 
been turned over to State's Atty. Bernard Carey for possible 
criminal prosecution. 


Mrs. Klein said all the drugging incidents look place in 1374 


at Arlington Park, Sportsman's Park and Hawthorne race 
tracks. 


Sixty races involving $140,000 in prize money are suspect. 


THE TRAINERS are accused of allowing thier horses to l:c 


injected with apomorphine, a stimulant drug, before races in 
an attempt to make them run faster. There is no legitimate 
use of the drug, Mrs. Klein said. 


She said the drug was discvoered after tests were made on 


the urine of a number of horses who raced in last year's 
thoroughbred season.

Parents who "feel there is something 


wrong with public schools" now may dial 
a toll-free number to reach a Maryland- 
based, 
nationwide organization con- 


cerned with problems in the schools. 


The organization, the National Com- 


mittee for Citizens in Education, played 
a leading role in federal legislation 
passed lost year which requires local 
schools to open student files to parents 
and adult students. 


Now the group, headed by Carl Mar- 


burger, former commissioner of educa- 
tion for New Jersey, has a toll-free 
"hotline" number 800-NET-WORK, which 
will help put concerned parents in touch 
with organizations that can help them. 


M A R B U R G E R S A I D Monday the 


phone line and affiliated '"Parents Net- 
work" will supply information about 
various issues facing the schools and will 
keep the various parents groups in touch 
with one another. 


"It used to be that the educated people 


in the community were the ministers and 
teachers," Marburger said. "Now we 
have an educated community and people 
arc seeking to have on influence." 


The Parents Union of Philadelphia, the 


Up-kids, Parents Union of Detroit, the 
D. C. Citizens for Better Public Schools 
in Washington, D. C. and the Advocates 
for Education in New Jersey have al- 
ready affiliated with the "Parents Net- 
work," Marburger said.

Marburger said the Parents Network

MARBURGER SAID the group will be 


specifically concerned with helping par- 
ents to determine where they can have 
an influence on their school district budg- 
ets, helping them have a voice in the 
choice of textbooks and other school ma- 
terials and to "give them some handle on 
how to evaluate their schools." 


Marburger said the organization is not 


"nntiunion," even though Albert Shan- 
ker, president of the American Fedcr- 


ation of Teachers has several times ac- 
cused it of being antiteacher and antiu- 
nion. "We believe teachers should have 
tne right to organize," Marburger said, 
"but I think we have to realize the col- 
lective bargaining process is one, of the 
most critical factors in alienating people 
from their school because they have no 
suy about what goes on there." 


Marburger recently drew fire from the 


American School Board Journal, a publi- 
cation of the National Assn. of School 
Boards, for an article he wrote for the 
New York Times sympathizing with the 
parents who protested textbooks in the 
Kanawha-County, W. Va., school system, 
where a school boycott and coal miner's 


sympathy strike resulted in violence over 
the issue of "dirty books." 


"What I said in the Times." Marbur- 


ger said, "is that if that system had in- 
volved all its citizens from the start in 
they way those books were chosen we 
wouldn't have had the catastrophe we 
had. Had all the parents been involved — 
and not just the liberal community — we 
wouldn't have had the violence." 


Marburger said the Parents Network 


will work for "continuinc and continuous 
access by parents and responsiveness by 
our school officials so \vc won't have the 
malevolent kind of citizen participation 
you get in a crisis." 


TO PUBLICIZE THE Parents Network 


and the hotline, Mnrburger said the com- 
mittee has gotten donations of 1.000 bill- 
boards in 41 Mates which \ull show the 
phone number and the slogan "When 
your cliild's school system is more sys- 
tem than school." He said 100 of the bill- 
boards will be put up in the next three 
months in Illinois. 


Persons who call the number, he said, 


will receive a recorded message about 
the Parents Network and will be asked to 
leave their name and address .so the 
group can send them further informa- 
tion. As parents contact the group, he 
said, the group will develop a clear idea 
of wliat issues arc important to parents.

An Illinois Racing Board attorney charged Monday that 111 


race horse trainers, including three from the Northwest sub- 
urbs, permitted their thoroughbred horses to be "hyped up" 
with drugs during the 1974 racing season at three Chicago 
area race tracks. 


Attorney Jewel Klein presented the charges to the racing 


board, which has the power to ban the trainers from racing in 
Illinois if it finds them guilty of violating the racing rule 
against drugging horses. 


The unauthorized medication of horses also is a violation of 


the Illinois criminal statutes and evidence of the drugging has 
been turned over to State's Ally. Bernard Carey for possible 
criminal prosecution. 


Mrs. Klein said all the drugging incidents took place in 1974 


at Arlington Park, Sportsman's Park and Hawthorne race 
tracks. 


Sixty races involving $140,000 in prize money are suspect. 


TIIK TRAINERS are accused of allowing thier horses to 1-c 


injected with apomorphine, a stimulant drug, before races in 
an attempt to make them run faster. There is no legitimate 
use of the drug, Mrs. Klein said. 


She said the drug was discvoered after tests were made on 


the urine of a number of horses who raced in Ia--t \ ear's 
thoroughbred season. 


Among the trainers charged are David It. Hoppe. -IK; W. 


Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect, 15 instances; Albert Pierlni, 
Palatine, one instance; and Peter J. DiVito. DCS Plaines. two 
instances. None of the three trainers coidd be reached for 
comment. 


Racing Board Chairman Anthony Scariano called the 


charges "serious and disturbing." He said hearings will bo 
held next week to investigate the matter further.

dison, 10 instances; Ronald 0. Goodridge, Elmhurst. six in- 
stances; Dominic J. Mingarelli, Antioch, four instances;

will help put concerned parents in touch 
with organizations that can help them.

An Illinois Racing Board attorney charged Monday that 1.' 


race horse trainers, including three from the Northwest sub- 
urbs, permitted their thoroughbred horses to be "hvpcd up" 
with drugs during the 1974 racing season at three Chicago 
area i ace tracks 


Attorney Jewel Klein presented the charges to the racing 


board, which has the power to ban the trainers from racing in 
Illinois if it finds them guilty of violating the racing rule 
against drugging horses 


The unauthorized medication of horses also is a violation of 


the Illinois criminal statutes and evidence of the drugging has 
been turned over to State's Atty Bernard Carey for possible 
criminal prosecution 


Mrs Idem said all the drugging incidents took place in 1974 


at Arlington Park, Sportsman's Park and Hawthorne race 
tracks. 


Sixty races involving $140,000 in prize money are suspect 


THC TRAINERS are accused of allowing thier horses to be 


injected with apomorphine, a stimulant drug, before races in 
an attempt to make them run faster There is no legitimate 
use of the drug, Mrs. Klein said 


She said the drug was discvoered after tests were made on 


the urine of a number of horses who raced in last v ear's 
thoroughbred season.

Parents who "feel there is something 


wrong with public schools" now may dial 
a toll-free number to reach a Maryland- 
based, 
nationwide 
organization con- 


cerned with problems in the schools. 


The organization, the National Com- 


mittee for Citizens in Education, played 
a leading role In federal legislation 
passed last year which requires local 
schools to open student files to parents 
and adult students. 


Now the group, headed by Carl Mar- 


burger, farmer commissioner of educa- 
tion for New Jersey, has a toll • free 
"hotline" number 800-NET-WORK, which 
will help put concerned parents in touch 
with organizations that can help them. 


M A H B U U G E R SAID Monday the 


phone line and affiliated '"Parents Net- 
work" will supply information about 
various issues facing the schools and will 
keep the various parents groups in touch 
with one another. 


"It used to be that the educated people 


in the community were the ministers and 
teachers," Marburger said. "Now we 
have an educated community and people 
are seeking to have an influence." 


The Parents Union of Philadelphia, the

He is charged with extorting $10,000 from 
millionaire developer Thomas Origcr in 
1070 and shaking down the builder of a 
Palatine apartment complex for $30,000 
in 1971 in county zoning cases. 


He also is charged with lying about the 


purchase price of his Hollywood, Fla., 
vacation home and filing false tax re- 
turns for 19GB, 1970 and 1971. 


Fulle has pleaded innocent of all 


charges and vowed to clear himself at 
his trial.

12 trainers 
accused of 
race fixing 


An Illinois Racing Board attorney charged Monday that 12 


race horse trainers, including tliree from the Northwest sub- 
urbs, permitted their thoroughbred horses to be "hyped up" 
with drugs during the 1974 racing season at three Chicago 
area race tracks. 


Attorney Jewel Klein presented the charges to the racing 


board, which has the power to ban the trainers from racing in 
Illinois if it finds them guilty of violating the racing rule 
against drugging horses. 


The unauthorized medication of horses also is a violation of 


the Illinois criminal statutes and evidence of the drugging has 
been turned over to State's Atty. Bernard Carey for possible 
criminal prosecution. 


Mrs. Klein said all the drugging incidents took place in l'.)74 


at Arlington Park, Sportsman's Park and Hawthorne race 
tracks. 


Sixty races involving $140,000 in prize money are suspect. 


THE TRAINERS are accused of allowing thier horses to be 


injected with apomorphine, a stimulant drug, before races in 
an attempt to make them run faster. There is no legitimate 
use of the drug, Mrs. Klein said. 


She said the drug was discvoered after tests were made on 


the urine of a number of horses who raced in last year's 
thoroughbred season. 


Among the trainers charged are David R. Hoppe, 416 W. 


Kensington Rd., Mount Prospect, 15 instances; Albert Pierini. 
Palatine, one instance; and Peter J. DiVito. Des Plaines. two 
instances. None of the three trainers could be reached for 
comment. 


Racing Board Chairman Anthony Scariano called the 


charges "serious and disturbing." He said hearings will be 
held next week to investigate the matter further. 


OTHER TRAINERS charged are: Thomas F. Tomillo, Ad- 


dison, 10 instances; Ronald 0. Goodridgc, Elmhurst, six in- 
stances; Dominic J. Mingarelli, Antioch, four instances; 
Richard E. Meek, Wichita, Kan., one instance; Charles V. 
Rhodes, Snydcr, Tex., two instances; Gene Lotti, Jr., Holly- 
wood, Fla., two instances; Marilea Keating. Clarendon Hills, 
two instances; Daniel F. Cavaubon, Jefferson, La., two in- 
stances; and Charles J. Vinci, Berwyn, two instances. 


Mrs. Klein said she expects to name at least eight more 


trainers by the end of the week. The names of veterinarians 
involved in the alleged druggings also are expected. 


She said she will ask the racing board to bar some of those 


charged from racing in the state again. 


The charges announced Monday stemmed from a three- 


month investigation by the Illinois Bureau of Investigation 
under the direction of IBI Supt. Wayne Kcrstetter. 


Tree-trimming job has 'em bristling

Some residents of the New Town sec- 


lion of Mount Prospect arc unhappy with 
the way things are shaping up in front of 
their houses as village crews trim park- 
.way trees. 


David L. Creamer, director of public 


works, said he has gotten "a good num- 
ber" of calls from New Town residents 
who charge that village crews arc whit- 
tling their trees to mere stumps. 


"We've had some complaints. I'll be 


perfectly honest with you," Creamer 
said. He said he has bean getting a 
couple calls a week since the crews 
started tree work in the New Town sec- 
tion several months ago. 


"The trees there have never been 


trimmed," Creamer said, noting that the 
area was only annexed to the village a 
few years ago. "Some of the residents up 
there arc used to seeing the trees ex- 
tremely bushy." 


Creamer said parkway trees must be 


trimmed differently than other trees. He 
said the trees must be shaped so that 
they don't interfere with traffic and so 
that they don't catch the wind. He said 
nurseries even sell specially-shaped trees 
for parkway planting. 


A V-SHAPED TREE is best for the 


parkway because the branches are 
"raised up" out of the way of traffic, 
Creamer 
said. 
He said 
the 
lower 


branches must be cut off instead of al- 
lowing 
the tree to become 
"fully 


bushed." 


While the trimming looks 
drastic, 


Creamer said all his crews are well 


trained and supervised. "It isn't like 
we've got a bunch of guys out there who 
don't know what to do," he said. Resi- 
dents who call often make this charge, 
he said. 


Creamer said he doesn't like the hassle 


created by the tree trimming, but said 
"You have to take a stand on a position. 
I'm not trying to fight with the people." 


Trimming is expected to continue in 
the New Town section for another few 
weeks. Creamer said he thinks residents 
will be satisfied with the trimming once 
they see the kind of work that is being 
done and will understand the reason be- 
hind it. 


"What we are doing is what is neces- 


sary for the trees," he said. 


Downtown apartments., offices feasible 


Office and apartment development in 


downtown Mount Prospect is financially 
feasible, according to a study recently 
completed by Property Consultants Inc., 
Northfield. 


Joan Walker, president of the con- 


sulting firm, said a financial analysis of 
the village shows that developers and the 
village can profit from offices and apart- 
ments in the downtown area. She said, 
however, the study is based on "a whole 
list of conditions" that include interest 
rates, availability of land, land cost and 
favorable zoning. 


The study is the second part of a three- 


part project geared to give the village 


guidance in the redevelopment of its cen- 
tral business district. Mrs. Walker said 
conclusions of the study will be in the 
third part of the project. 


"We do have to wait and give the city 


time to react to what has been done so 
far," she said, saying that the informa- 
tion was only recently given to the vil- 
lage. 


The downtown commission has not for- 


mally reviewed the information, 
but 


chairman Robert Bennett said the finan- 
cial analysis will be discussed at an up- 
coming meeting. 


Mrs. Walker said no analysis was done 


on the development of retail commercial 
operations in the downtown area, because 
her firm maintains the area already is 
overbuilt with stores. 


In a market study, completed as the 


first part of the project, Property Con- 
sultants said'the downtown area was a 
good spot for apartment development be- 
cause of the railroad station. A limited 
amount of office development also was 
recommended. 


Property Consultants is one of two 


firms hired by the village at a total cost 
of $30,000 to prepare studies of the down- 
town area.

"can let them know they are not atone." 


MARBURGEtt SAID the group will be 


specifically concerned with helping par- 
ents to determine where they can have 
an influence on their school district budg- 
ets, helping them have a voice in the 
choice of textbooks and other school ma- 
terials and to "give thorn some handle on 
how to evaluate their schools." 


Marburger said the organization is not 


"antiunion," even though Albert Shan- 
ker, president of the American Feder- 


ation of Teachers has several times ac- 
cused it of being antiteacher and antiu- 
nion. "Wo believe teachers should have 
the right to organize," Marburger said, 
"but I think we have to realize the col- 
lective bargaining process is ono of the 
most critical factors in alienating people 
from their school because they have no 
say about what goes on there." 


Marburger recently drew fire from the 


American School Board Journal, a publi- 
cation of the National Assn. of School 
Boards, for an article he wrote for the 
New York Times sympathizing with the 
parents who protested textbooks in the 
Kanawha-County, W. Va., school system, 
where a school boycott and coal miner's 


sympathy strike resulted in violence over 
the Issue of "dirty books." 


"What I said in the Times." Marbur- 


ger said, "is that if that system had in- 
volved all its citizens from the start in 
they way those books were chosen we 
wouldn't have had the catastrophe we ' 
had. Had all the parents been involved — 
and not just the liberal community — we 
wouldn't have had the violence." 


Marburger said the Parents Network 


will work for "contimiinp and continuous 
access by parents and responsiveness by 
our school officials so we won't have the 
malevolent kind of citizen participation 
you get in a crisis." 


TO PUHUCIZE THE Parents Network 


and the hotline, Marburgcr said the com- 
mittee has gotten donations of 1,000 bill- 
boards in 41 slates which will show the 
phone number and the slogan "When 
your child's school system is more sys- 
tem than school."

governmental services. The association 
hns maintained that future plans for wa- 
ter and sewer service cannot be consid- 
ered governmental services that would 
be interrupted. 


The issue of Prospect Heights bound- 


aries and their effect on governmental 
services was isolated from the main 
body of incorporation testimony last 
year.

with drugs during the 1974 racing season at three Chicago 
area race tracks. 


Attorney Jewel Klein presented the charges to the racing 


board, which has the power to ban the trainers from racing in 
Illinois if it finds them ginltv of violating the racing rule 
against drugging horses. 


The unauthorized medication of horses also is a violation of 


the Illinois criminal statutes and evidence of the drugging has 
been turned over to State's Atly Bernard Carey for possible 
criminal prosecution. 


Mrs Klein said all the drugging incidents took place in 197-! 


at Arlington Park. Sportsman's Park nnd Hawthorne race 
tracks. 


Sixty races involving S140.000 in prize money are suspect

injected with apomorphine, a stimulant drug, before races in 
an attempt to make them run faster There is no legitimate 
use of the drug, Mrs. Klein said.

Success of park vote buoys library 
officials

Arlington Heights Memorial Library 


officials Monday said they are rncour- 
aged by Saturday's park district referen- 
dum victory as they prepare for the 
April 1 library referendum. 


The library will ask the voters to ap- 


prove $2.86 million to expand the present 
library building to the south and $720,000 
to purchase books The third request Is a 
tax ceiling rate increase from the pre- 
sent 2.1 cents per $100 equalized assessed 
\aluation lo 40 cents. Library officials es- 
timate that the owner of a house as- 
sessed at 510.000 will p.iv an additional 
$6.06 in taxes to the library, If all three 
referendum* pass. 


Joyce Zcller, chairman of the Friends 


of the Arlington Heights Memorial Li- 
brary, said that voters will approve the 
library referendum just as they ap- 
proved the park district referendum, "I 
think it means the residents of Arlington 
Heights realize they have on investment 
in the community and they will protect 
that investment," she said. 


"I think that residents are not so much 


upset by the economy. The recession is 
temporary, but I think they realize that 
the library is good for the community," 
Mrs. Zcller said. 


THE FRIENDS of th(rLibrary, a vol- 


unteer citizens' group.ls conducting the 
publicity campaign for the referendum. 
Mrs. Zellcr said that some criticisms 
have been made that library expansion is 
not needed. Other residents, she said, arc 


puzzled about the inclusion of a lecture 
hall-theater in the building addition. 


"I think the library is getting along, 


but it is overcrowded, and it needs more 
books to come up to state library stan- 
dards. Either you get better or you go 
down hill," she said. "There are some 
criticisms of the theater, but it will be a 
learning environment, and it will pay for 
itself," she said. 


Richard Frisbie, library board presi- 


dent, said the park district referendum 
was encouraging to him. but he is not 
sure he could compare the two rcferen- 
dums. 


"In one sense (he park was more des- 


perate, but we serve more of the com- 
munity," said Frisbie. 


"The library is good because past 


boards have had foresight," he said. 
Frisbie sees the building expansion and 
book purchasing as planning for the fu- 
ture, he said. 


"I was optimistic to start with and the 


park results are more encouraging," he 
said. 


FRANK DEMPSEY. executive librar- 


ian, felt that the park district was "suc- 
cessful in getting their story across." 
"I'm still cautiously optimistic about our 
referendum, but it and the parks are two 
quite different things," he sold. 


Dcmpsey said that the inclusion of the 


lecture hall-theater in the building ex- 
pansion was not made as a "trade-off" to 
get the village to donate the former cul- 
tural center site just south of the library. 


'Parks should hire business manager7 


The Arlington Heights Park District 


should hire a full-time business manager 
to oversee its finances Park Comr Ar- 
thur R. Gollberg said Monday 


Gollbeig also recommended that the 


park district move slowly in raising 
taxes authorized in the passage of a 
three-part referendum Saturday 


"We still had about 2,000 out of 0,000 


voters Saturday who voted 'no' on the 
referendum," he said. "I think it's in- 
cumbent on the present park board and 
the new park board to keep taxes as low 
as possible." 


GOLLBERG RECOMMENDED that a 


full-time business manager be hired be- 
cause "with the size of our budget, near- 
ly $1.75 million, it's just good business 
practice to have a controller." Gollberg 
said that a business manager's salary 
could bo paid from the park district's 
corporate fund, which was just raised 5 
cents per $100 equalized assessed valu- 
ation. 


Although all three parts of the referen- 


dum were successful, Gollberg said the 
park board should raise the recreational 
fund gradually rather than immediately. 
Gollberg said he would rather see the

park district rehire the staff it was 
torced to lay off "at a reasonable rate," 
than all at once. "The park district was 
not overstaffed before, but when you're 
hiring too many people at once, it's a 
problem," he said. 


Other cost-cutting measures Gollberg 


will recommend to the park board March 
11 include eliminating sponsorship or 
memberships in civic organizations for 
park district staff and reducing the num- 
ber of out-of-town seminars attended by 
staff members. 


"We need to develop a new psvchologv 


on the board and staff, one of economy in 
all operations Sponsorship in civic or- 
ganizations is meant to get the staff in- 
volved in the community for public-rela- 
tions icasons That's valid, but when 
we re really hurting for money, it's not 
as necessary," Gollberg said. 


SEVERAL OIHER cost-effectiveness 


moves which Gollberg recommends in- 
clude the establishment of a park board 
committee to investigate ways of cooper- 
ating more fully with the village and con- 
tinued moves to gain the Nike site for a 
revenue-producing golf course. 


Gollberg said he believes the park dis- 


trict could receive better protection from 
vandalism if the parks and village coop- 
crate on police protection. Likewise, joint 
purchasing programs between village 
and park districts might result in some 
savings for both groups, Gollberg sug- 
gested. 


"It's my idea to present these points to 


the board members, not to make them a 
motion. If I'm elected, I'll work to imple- 
ment them. If not, I would like the board 
to know about them," Gollberg said. He 
was appointed to the park board lost 
year and is now seeking election.

Parents who "feel there is something 


wrong with public schools" now may dial 
a toll-free number to reach a Maryland- 
based, 
nationwide 
organization 
con- 


cerned with problems in the schools. 


The organization, the National Com- 


mittee for Citizens in Education, played 
a leading role in federal legislation 
passed last year which requires local 
schools to open student files to parents 
and adult students. 


Now the group, headed by Carl Mar- 


burger, farmer commissioner of educa- 
tion for New Jersey, has a toll - free 
"hotline" number 800-NET-WORK, which 
will help put concerned parents in touch 
with organizations that can help them. 


M A R B,U R G E R SAID Monday the 


phone line and affiliated '"Parents Net- 
work" will supply Information about 
various issues facing the schools and will 
keep the various parents groups in touch 
with one another. ' 


"It used to be that the educated people 


in the community were the ministers and 
teachers," Marburger said. "Now we 
have an educated community and people 
are seeking to have an influence." 


The Parents Union of Philadelphia, the 


Up-kids, Parents Union of Detroit, the 
D. C. Citizens for Better Public Schools 
in Washington, D. C. and the Advocates 
for Education in New Jersey have al- 
ready affiliated with the "Parents Net- 
work," Marburger said.

Official for the committee estimate 


there are about 6,000 parents groups 
from around the United States which are 
concerned about the quality of education. 
Marburger said the Parents Network 
"can let them know they are not alone." 


MARBURGER SAID the group will be 


specifically concerned with helping par- 
ents to determine where they can have 
an influence on their school district budg- 
ets, helping them have a voice in the 
choice of textbooks and other school ma- 
terials and to "give thorn some handle on 
how to evaluate their schools." 


Marburger said the organization is not 


"antiunion," even though Albert Shan- 
ker, president of the American Feder- 


ation of Teachers has several times ac- 
cused it of being antiteacher and antiu- 
nion. "We believe teachers should have 
the right to organize," Marburger said, 
"but I think we have to realize the col- 
lective bargaining process is one of the 
most critical factors in alienating people 
from their school because they have no 
say about what goes on there." 


Marburger recently drew fire from the 


American School Board Journal, a publi- 
cation of the National Assn. of School 
Boards, for an article he wrote for the 
New York Times sympathizing with the 
parents who protested textbooks in the 
Kanawha-County, W. Va., school system, 
where a school boycott and coal miner's 


sympathy strike resulted in violence over 
the issue o f ' 'dirty books 


"What I said in the Times." Marbur- 


ger said, "is that if that system had in-' 
volvcd all its citizens from the start in 
they way those books were chosen we 
wouldn't have had the catastrophe we 
had. Had all the parents been involved — 
and not just the liberal community — we 
wouldn't'have had the violence." 


Marburger said the Parents Network 


will work for "continuine and continuous 
access by parents and responsiveness fav- 
our school officials so we won't have the 
malevolent kind of citizen participation 
you get in a crisis." 


TO PUBLICIZE THE Parents Network 


and the hotline, Marburger said the com- 
mittee has gotten donations of 1,000 bill- 
boards in 41 states which will show the 
phone number and the slogan "When 
your child's school system is more sys- 
tem than school." He said 100 of the bill- 
boards will be put up in the next three 
months in Illinois. 


Persons who call the number, he said, 


will receive a recorded message about 
(lie Parents Network and will be asked to 
leave their name and address so the 
group can send them further informa- 
tion. As parents contact the group, he 
said, the group will develop a clear idea" 
of what issues are important to parents. 


"The issues we will be dealing with 


will be the issues parents bring to us and 
the issues we feel need raising," he said. "

to learn from each other

Mix senior citizens and teen-agers in a 


community work-discussion program and 
what do you get? 


The local chapters of the 4-H Club and 


American Assn. of Retired Persons are 
finding out in a new Generations Alliance 
Program that gives young people and the 
elderly a chance to talk and work togeth- 
er. 


"We believe that friendships can be de- 


veloped between teen and seniors despite 
their age differences because they are 
both in need of something," said Betty 
Menconi, volunteer coordinator of the 
program. 


"Each group has something to give to 


the other and this is the program philoso- 
phy," she said. 


PARTICIPANTS gathered for the first 


time last week at St. John United Church 
of Christ, 308 N. Evergreen Ave., where 
the group will meet two Monday after- 
noons a month. 


"The seniors seemed very interested in 


what the teen-agers are doing in school, 
what they are thinking, and what their 
goals arc," said Mary Ernst, leader of 
the Arlington Heights 4-H Club and one 
of the coordinators of the program. 


"Many of the teens who attended the 


first meeting are interested in talking to 
and learning about people. Most of them 
want to become nurses or social workers 
who will deal with a variety of people," 
she said. 


"But I think many teens will learn a 


lot and find it very enjoyble to work with 
senior citizens on community and craft 
projects. Many of the seniors have been 
doing woodwork and needlework all their 
lives," Mrs. Ernst said. 


THE COMMUNITY projects could in- 


clude activities related to the nation's Bi- 
centennial. The group also has discussed 
the possibility of senior citizens attending 


high school classes to see how education' 
has changed. 


Discussion programs are planned on 


such topics as career opportunities, trav- 
el, abortion and drugs. A senior citizen' 
and a teen-ager would be assigned to 
lead each discussion session. 


Similar groups in other communities

Township weighs closing 'polluters' 


Elk Grove Township officials threat- 


ened Monday to take steps to close down 
industrial plants along Oakton Street that 
they say are spilling chemical and oil 
wastes into the Oakton Street sewer lines 
and lift station. 


Anthony Ortloff, sanitary-sewer in- 


spector for the township, told auditors 
tho $20,000 lift station that handles sew- 
age from some 70 Industrial plants south 
of Oakton Street is breaking down be- 
cause of the oil spill. 


Ortloff said Ills twice weekly in- 


spections of the lift station have shown 
extensive damage to the underwater 
pumps and electrical system. 


"I'm talking to managers of the plants 


and have set up an extensive testing pro- 
gram to determine which of the Industri- 
al plants is polluting the sewer lines," 
said Ortloff. "At present I don't know if 
it's one or all of them." 


Ortloff said he has arranged for test 


points to be set up between the plants 
outlets and main sewer lines. 


AUDITOR WAYNE Hull told Ortloff 


"go ahead with your tests and when you 
find out who the culprit is we or the Met- 
ropolitan Sanitary District will sue." 


Ortloff said he has been tracing the oil 


and chemical infiltration Into the sewer 
line for the past nine months. 


Colviii raps program

the government handout soon changes 
from an acceptable gift to an inalienable 
right." 


Tho village board did not resolve the 


question of funds for senior-citizen pro- 
grams late Monday night, but several 
t r u s t e e s indicated support or dis- 
agreement with Colvin's position. 


The question Is likely to come up again 


Wednesday night when the board's fi- 
nance committee reconvenes to consider 
tho 1975-76 village budget, which is 
scheduled to come up for final ratifica- 
tion March 17. 


He said it is difficult to determine the 


nature of the substance because many 
chemical pollutants have oil bases. 


Ortloff said the MSD has been notified 


of the township's concern and will coop- 
erate in the inspections and tracing of 
the contaminants. 


IN OTHER ACTION the auditors re- 


jected a $10,585 bid to install oil and silt 
traps at the inlets to Lake Briarwood, 
south of Algonquin Road and west of 
Bussc Road. 


The auditors will ask for new bids and 


intend to complete the project this spring. 


Township Supervisor Richard Hall said 


the bid was almost 150 per cent higher 


than engineering estimates. 


Township officials have agreed to 


share with Lake Briarwood homeowners 
half the cost of the installation of the silt 
and oil traps to keep pollutants out of 
the lake which has been contaminated 
for the past five years. 


"Our engineer has recommended we 


reject the sole bid we received and try 
again," said Hall. 


The engineer's estimate was $4,000 


with Wingereid Concrete Co., Chicago, 
bidding $10,585 for the job. 


The township expects to fund the proj- 


ect with federal revenue-sharing funds 
earmarked for flood control.
